I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  my  third  and  last  report  on 
the  Health  Services  and  Health  of  the  Rural  District  which  is 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1949.

The  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Circular  2/50,  Ministry  of  Health,  25th  January,  1950,  and 
in  addition,  I include  information  relating  to  the  services 
administered  by  me  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  their 
Divisional  Medical  Officer. 


In  my  previous  report,  I referred  to  difficulties  which  had 
arisen  since  the  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  and 
I am  happy  to  report  that  most  of  these  anomalies  have  now  been 
overcome  as  far  as  your  health  services  are  concerned.  The 
various  schemes  are  now  operating  smoothly  and  satisfactorily 
and  you  will  be  able  to  see  the  results  from  the  details  and 
statistics  which  occur  later  in  the  report. 

The  population  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the 
end  of  the  year  are  slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year. 

I have,  however,  to  report  a further  decrease  in  the  number 
of  births  recorded  during  the  year,  namely  971  as  compared  with 
1,062  for  1948.  It  is  still  my  opinion  that  the  acute  housing 
shortage  and  the  appeal  to  married  women  to  continue  to  work 
tend  to  have  an  adverse  effect  on  procreation.  The  Birth  Rate 
per  1,000  of  the  population  is  20.07  whilst  that  for  England  and 
Wales  is  16.7. 

In  the  previous  year  the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  19  whereas  it 
is  27  for  1949. 
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One  maternal  death  was  notified.  This  was  in  a woman  of 
37  years  of  age  who  had  had  four  previous  confinements.  The 
confinement  took  place  at  home  and,  as  far  as  I was  able  to 
ascertain  on  making  investigations,  there  was  a lack  of 
co-operation  on  the  patient’s  part  in  obtaining  sufficient  ante  natal 
care. 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  a drop  in  the  infantile, 
mortality  rate,  42  deaths  occurring  in  children  under  one  year  of 
age  as  against  54  in  1948  and  60  in  1947. 

There  has  been  a further  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  notified,  633  being  recorded  as  compared  with 
809  in  1948  and  1,271  in  1947.  For  further  details,  I would  refer 
you  to  Tables  II/III/IV/V. 

Sporadic  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  and  Acute 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  there  being  two  of  the 
former  and  four  of  the  latter.  One  of  the  Cerebro-spinal 
Meningitis  cases  was  a schoolboy  of  eight  years,  of  age  who,  I 
regret  to  have  to  report,  succumbed ; the  other  was  a youth  of 
16  years  of  age  who  worked  at  a Colliery.  Two  of  the  patients 
suffering  from  Poliomyelitis  resided  in  South  Elmsall,  one  in 
South  Kirkby  and  the  other  in  North  Elmsall.  Three  of  them 
were  schoolchildren  who  attended  different  schools  and  the  fourth 
was  a girl  of  18  years,  who  worked  at  a mill  in  Leeds.  The  home 
conditions  in  this  case  were  reported  to  be  very  overcrowded  and 
the  girl  had  been  sharing  a bed  with  other  two  girls  before  her 
removal  to  hospital. 

Three  of  the  cases  were  transferred  from  the  local  Isolation 
Hospital  to  Seacroft  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  fourth  was 
admitted  direct  to  the  latter  hospital.  All  of  them  were  finally 
transferred  to  Pinderfields  Hospital,  Wakefield,  for  rehabilitation. 

Investigations  were  made  in  all  these  cases  and  the  necessary 
action  taken  regarding  precautions. 

After-care  supervision  is  provided  by  the  health  visitors.

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The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  still  rises, 
62  new  cases  being  recorded  as  compared  with  52  in  the  previous 
year  and  40  in  1947.  I can  but  reiterate  that,  in  my  opinion, 
cramped  and  overcrowded  housing  conditions  are  no  mean  factor 
here  and  priority  rehousing  should  have  consideration  in  those 
cases  where  tuberculosis  is  present  and  undesirable  housing 
conditions  are  evident. 

Co-operation  between  the  local  health  authority  and  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  T.B.  Clinic  has  been  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Scheme  for  Free  Milk  for  patients  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  was  transferred  to  the  Divisional  Health  Office  in 
October  and  since  that  date  123  grants  have  been  issued  to 
patients  residing  in  your  district. 

Four  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified.  They 
were  treated  at  home  and  in  each  case  vision  was  unimpaired. 

Food  Poisoning : 

There  were  two  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  in  1949  and  47 
notifications  were  received. 

The  origin  of  one  of  the  outbreaks  was  traced  to  meat  pies 
manufactured  in  Upton. 

Investigations  were  immediately  made  and  specimens  from 
the  noses,  throats  and  hands  of  the  persons  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  the  pies  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory. 

No  cases  required  hospital  treatment  and  there  was  nc  fatal 

case. 

A small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  village  of 
Ackworth,  the  infected  food  being  potted  meat  made  by  a lo^al 
butcher.  In  all  17  people  were  affected,  none  seriously,  and  all 
patients  had,  more  or  less,  recovered  within  a few  hours  of  the 
onset  of  their  symptoms. 

The  source  of  contamination  was  ascertained  with  the  help 
of  the  Laboratory  and  advice  was  given  to  the  persons  concerned 
to  obviate  a recurrence. 

As  a result  of  enquiries,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  found 
that  the  premises  in  question  had  not  been  registered  for  the 
manufacture  of  potted  meat  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken 
by  him. 
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Here  again,  hospitalisation  was  not  required  and  no  case 
proved  fatal. 

Scabies. — Only  12  children  from  your  district  were  referred 
to  the  Cleansing  Station,  Rotherham  Road,  Hemsworth,  for 
treatment  during  the  year. 

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Laboratory  Services.  — Specimens  of  milk,  water  for 
bacteriological  examination,  throat  swabs,  faeces  and  foodstuffs, 
are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield. 
Chemical  examination  of  water  is  undertaken  by  the  Public 
Analysts  at  Bradford. 

Ambulance  Service. — This  service  is  administered  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Depot  is  situate  at  South 
Kirkby  where  there  are  four  ambulances  and  two  ambulance 
buses. 

The  number  of  staff  employed  is  22.  The  number  of  journeys 
made  in  conveying  patients  from  the  rural  and  urban  districts 
combined  was  5,568  and  134,531  miles  were  covered  in  so  doing. 

Sanitary  Circumstances.  — (For  this  information,  I am 
indebted  to  the  Surveyor,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  Waterworks 
Manager,  National  Coal  Board  (Nostell  Colliery  Unit),  Dearne 
Valley  Water  Board). 

Water. — Your  district  is  served  by  five  public  supplies,  the 
Barnsley  and  Pontefract  Corporations,  Doncaster  and  Tickhill 
Joint  Water  Board,  National  Coal  Board  (Nostell  Colliery  Unit) 
and  the  Dearne  Valley  Water  Board.  In  addition  there  are  a 
few  wells.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  100%  inspection  has  been  carried 
out  of  animals  intended  to  be  sold  for  human  consumption. 
18.9%  of  cattle  slaughtered  were  affected  with  tuberculosis,  while 
the  figure  for  cows  only  was  as  high  as  45.7%.  These  alarming 
figures  make  one  wonder  why  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  could  not  concentrate  on  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis 
from  our  herds  instead  of  taking  on  additional  work  under  the 
new  legislation  pertaining  to  milk.

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The  South  Elmsall  Ante-natal  Clinic  has  now  been  transferred 
to  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  South  Elmsall,  and  two  additional 
ante-natal  clinics  have  been  established  during  the  year,  namely, 
Ackworth  and  South  Kirkby,  the  latter  being  accommodated  in 
the  South  Elmsall  Clinic  premises. 

When  suitable  accommodation  can  be  found,  I hope  to 
introduce  an  ante-natal  clinic  to  Grimethorpe  where  the  need  is 
apparent. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — It  has  still  been  necessary  to  exercise  • 
strict  control  over  applications  for  hospitalisation  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  beds  and  staffing  problems.  Every  application  has 
been  carefully  investigated  before  submitting  the  same  to  the 
Bed  Booking  Bureau.  Where  a patient  has  been  advised  to  make 
arrangements  for  her  confinement  to  take  place  at  home  a 
Domestic  Help  has  been  provided  upon  request. 

As  in  previous  years,  before  closing  my  annual  report,  1 
wish  to  thank  the  various  members  of  the  Council  who  have  from 
time  to  time  shown  an  interest  in,  and  an  appreciation  of,  the 
work  which  has  been  carried  out  by  my  department  for  the  benefit 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Rural  District. 
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Finally,  I wish  to  place  on  record  my  gratitude  of  the  help 
which  I have  at  all  times  received  from  the,  other  officials  and 
from  the  members  of  my  own  staff,  with  especial  mention  of  my 
Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  H.  Hudson,  who  has  managed,  by  superhuman 
efforts,  to  turn  out  the  colossal  amount  of  work  required  to  be 
done  under  the  new  administration.
